“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the United States of America, do hereby set 
aside Sunday, September 8, 1940, as a day of prayer; and I urge the people of the United States, of all creeds 
and denominations, to pray on that day, in their churches or at their homes, on the high seas or wherever 
they may be, beseeching the Ruler of the Universe to bless our republic, to make us reverently grateful for 
our heritage and firm in its defense, and to grant to this land and to the troubled world a righteous, enduring 
peace.

THE PASTOR’S RESIGNATION 


At the meeting of the General Council of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Churches in Cleve- 
land on Friday, September 27th, a unanimous 
call was extended to me to become the first 
Secretary of Kingdom Promotion of the united 
church, On Sunday morning, September 29th, 
at the conclusion of the church service I notified 
the Board of Elders that I had received this call 
and that I had come to the conclusion after 
much prayer and reflection that it is my duty to 
accept this call, provided that Salem congrega- 
tion would consent to my release. I therefore in- 
formed the Board of Elders that I will present 
my resignation to the regular meeting of the 
Church Council on Thursday, October 5rd. The 
Church Council will call a special meeting of the 
congregation to present the resignation to the 
members of the church, 


It has not been easy for me to arrive at this 
decision. During the six years of my ministry 
in Salem my labors have been richly blest. The 
church has made steady progress in member- 
ship, in attendance at divine worship, in con- 
tributions to current expenses and the benevo- 
lences of the church. In addition to paying our 
apportionment in full each year we have in- 
creased our staff to three full-time missionaries 
in the foreign field. We had our difficulties but 
they have always been surmounted and_ still 
greater achievements lie ahead in the ministry 
of this great church, 


But a larger responsibility beckons in this 
call to serve the 2,800 congregations with nearly 
700,000 members enrolled in our Evangelical and 
Reformed Chureh. Upon the successful inaugu- 
ration of this new venture of faith under the 
blessing of God shall depend in large measure 
the advancement of the Kingdom of God in the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church. I am fully 
aware of the reluctance of my many friends and 
loyal supporters to consent to my release from 
the spiritual leadership of this congregation, 
even as | am loath to sever the ties that bind 
me to my people. But we still believe in the 
words of St. Paul that “all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God" and 
that this call shall rebound by the grace of God 
not only to the building of a greater Evangelical 
and Reformed Church but also to the enduring 
welfare of Salem congregation.

WAR EMERGENCY RELIEF

Dear Fellow-member of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Chureh: 

Never before in all history have there been 
so many millions of people driven trom their 
homes and facing starvation as there are on the 
face of the carth today. In Europe alone they 
number into the millions—Polish, Finnish, Jew- 
ish, Czech, French, Belgian, German, Duteh— 
three million, five million, eight million, nobody 
knows yet how many million, and in China the 
number is simply staggering, perhaps fifty or 
sixty million, Here is world calamity, colossal 
suffering, 

In the face of such appalling and desperate 
anguish, the Christian church must join in the 
fellowship of suffering and, to the point of 
sacrifice, gird itself for a ministry of mercy. 
But in most of Christendom the church itself is 
engulfed and impoverished; in mission lands it 
is almost strangled by cutting off of much of 
its regular support. Only in America is the 
church in a position to rise to the challenge of 
such a calamity as this and minister in the name 
of Jesus to those suffering millions, 

The Evangelical and Reformed Church is 
therefore asking its every member to share in 
such a ministry by contributing on each of two 
Sundays this fall—November 10 and December 
15—a special offering for War Emergency Re- 
lief. These offerings must in no way interfere 
with the regular support of the local church or 
of its kingdom causes—that great work must go 
on—but must come as an additional demonstra- 
tion of the working of Christian love in our 
world where greed and hate seem to be en- 
throned. 

The witness of our church before the world 
to the reality of the love of Christ in our hearts 
is at stake.

Doctor Schroeder to Remain at Salem 


Yielding to the almost unanimous appeal of the members assembled in the special con- 


gregational meeting last Monday night the Pastor withdrew his resignation, which he had 


presented in order to take up the work of Secretary of Kingdom Promotion to which he 


had been called by the General Council of the Evangelical and Reformed Church.

THE WOMEN'S GUILD 

The merger meeting of the West N. Y. Synodi- 
cal Women's Guild was held Friday, October 4, 
1940, in St. Peter’s Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, Buffalo, N. Y. There were 176 registered 
delegates present, representing 36 Evangelical, 
13 Reformed and 3 Hungarian churches. Of 
these, 101 delegates were from Evangelical 
churches and 75 from Reformed and Hungarian 
churches. 

The articles of merger approved at the con- 
vention in Cleveland last fall to be used as a 
guide until we have a constitution in 1942, were 
approved, 

Mrs. Hildegarde Leich, president of the West 
New York Women’s Guild, was a guest speaker. 
She announced that, as yet, this new organiza- 
tion has no funds and asked that each women’s 
society contribute $1.00 toward the merger and 
for promotional work. There are 3,530 organiza- 
tions listed and if each contributes $1.00, we 
would have a substantial amount with which to 
work. The money should be sent to Mrs, Jessie 
Mengel, 1520 Linden Street, Reading, Pennsyl- 
vania.

SYMBOLS OF OUR CHURCH 


(Note; the following article is taken from the 
“History of Trinity Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, Jasper, Indiana” which was recently 
sent to me by Reverend Friedrich Rest, a former 
student pastor of Salem Church, Because of 
the growing interest in religious symbolism I 
have taken the liberty of reprinting it in the 
Salem Outlook, P. M.S.) 

The TOWER. The tower of our church can 
be seen from any of the highways leading into 
Jasper. The tower symbolizes the function of 
the church, which is to point to God, When one 
enters a town, it is a pleasure to see two or 
more buildings point a long finger to the heavy- 
enly realms. Our tower has an eight-foot copper 
cross at the top, which signifies that God is 
reconciling the world unto Himself. The church 
points to the cross, 

The BELLS, The bells in our tower peal 
their joyous notes every Sunday calling us to 
give the adoration and praise that is due to 
God, the rock of our salvation. 

The CROSS. The crosses atop the tower, in 
the middle of the altar, atop the altar, on the 
lecturn, and in the stained glass windows refer 
to the Christian religion, the sacrifice on the 
cross for the salvation of the world, and the 
love and mercy of God for us and all mankind. 

The BIBLE, The Bible is the basic book of 
our faith. In it we find God’s love for man, the 
purpose of man to become Christlike, and a 
constant source of inspiration and instruction 
for the Christian faith and life. The gold edges 
of the Bible on the lectern remind us of the 


precious contents within the Holy Bible. The 
open Bible reminds us that we have free access 
to the source book of our faith. 


The LAMP on the altar stand is a copy of the 
oldest type lamp known to us, It is a symbol of 
learning and wisdom. Ps, 119:105 is referred to 
underneath the carefully burned-in picture of 
the type lamp used seven and eight thousand 
years before Christ, The quotation is: “Thy 
word is a lamp unto my feet, And light unto 
my path.” 

The FIVE LIGHTS on each candelabrum on 
the altar refer to the five wounds of Jesus Christ 
on the Cross of Calvary, Nail wounds were 
made in each of the Master’s feet and hands, 
and a spear wound in His side. Possibly we 
could also think of the words of St. Paul in 
I Cor. 14:19 with reference to the five armed 
eandelabra, “How be it in the church I had 
rather speak five words with my understanding, 
that I might instruct others also, than ten thou- 
sand words in a tongue.” The five lamps burn- 
ing refer also to the five wise virgins; the five 
lamps extinct, to the five foolish virgins, The 
five lights remind us of the wisdom and light 
we carry in our hearts concerning the sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ on the Cross of Calvary, 

The THS on the brass cross on the altar, and 
on the lectern antependium, stand for the Latin 
panetetony: “Tesus Hominum Salvator,” which 

“Jesus, Saviour of Men." 

* he A and O on the altar and lectern are the 
first and last letters of the Greek alphabet, the 
“Alpha” and the “Omega.” From references in 
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Divine Worship .

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the book of Revelation, we gather that these 
letters signify that God is the beginning and 
the end, the first and the last, 

The CROSS and CROWN, in combined form 
on one of the windows, symbolize that if we are 
faithful to the end we shall receive the crown 
of life. 

The SHOCK OF WHEAT in a stained glass 
window in the rear of the sanctuary reminds us 
of the final harvest which we shall reap if our 
lives are well spent, of God’s promise to feed us 
“with the finest of wheat,” of our prayer for “our 
daily bread,” and of the statement from the lips 
of Jesus: “Man shall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” (Matt, 4:4.) 

A DOVE is pictured as flying in a window in 
the Sunday school annex is the emblem of the 
Holy Spirit and means peace, 

An ANCHOR, pictured also in a window of 
the annex, reminds us of the “anchor of the 
soul, a hope both sure and steadfast.” (Heb, 
6:19) which we have in our loyalty to the Person 
of Jesus Christ, 

In two other windows of the Sunday school 
annex are pictures of HEARTS, The heart in 
religion symbolizes the life and will of man, In 
Psalm 9:1 we read, “I will give thanks unto God 
with my whole heart,” and in Deut. 6:5, “Thou 
shall love the Lord Thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy might.” 

COLORS of the Church. Different colored 
cloths will soon be used on the altar, lectern, 
and pulpit. 

WHITE is symbolical of the Creator, perfec- 
tion and joy. White is the chief festival color. 
White colors will be used from Christmas 
through Epiphany (Jan, 6); Easter to the Sun- 
day aiter Ascension Day; and on Trinity Sun- 
day and for sacramental services of Holy Com- 
munion and Holy Baptism, and for weddings. 
VIOLET is symbolical of humility, suffering, 
sympathy and fasting. Violet or purple cloths 
are used for the four Sundays in Advent and 
from the third Sunday before Lent to Palm 
Sunday, Green is used from the second Sunday 
after Epiphany to the third Sunday before Lent; 
from the first Sunday after Trinity to the 
twenty-seventh after Trinity. Black, the color 


of grief and sorrow ,is used on Good Friday 
and at funerals. The GOLD fringes on the altar 
cloths, lectern and pulpit antependia refer to 
worth, virtue, glory of God, and Christian might. 


Most of the SYMBOLS ON THE CLOTHS 
AND ANTEPENDIA have been explained in 
other connections in this article. However, 
there are some symbols on the cloths which do 
not appear anywhere else in our church. The 
LAMB is symbolical of Christ who possesses 
the lamb’s meekness and gentleness; the lamb 
also refers to Christ as a sacrifice “who taketh 
away the sins of the world.” The TRIANGLE 
refers to the Holy Trinity: Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit; or Creator, Redeemer and Enlightener. 
The three circles intertwined are emblematical 
of the three Persons in the Godhead, each Per- 
son or circle eternal, and the three together 
forming one God. The inscription HOLY HOLY 
HOLY on the green altar cloth refers to the 
conviction of Isaiah in the temple: “Holy, holy, 
holy, is the Lord of hosts; the whole earth is full 
of his glory,” Likewise the words remind us of 
the hymn beginning with the same words, and 
quoted in the preface of this booklet. The 
ALLELUIAH on the white altar cloth means 
“Praise ye the Lord,” as we are accustomed to 
do on festival occasions, The LILY is em- 
blematic of immortality of eternal life through 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead. 
A combination of two or more symbols on the 
cloths can be understood by thinking of the 
meaning of each symbol, 


The number THREE refers to the Holy 
Trinity: Father, Son and Holy Spirit. There 
are three panels on the front of the altar and 
three steps on the base of the brass cross. 


The CIRCLE is a symbol of eternity. Eternity 
has no beginning, middle or end. It is continu- 
ous and everlasting, Circles appear in the win- 
dows, in the grill work on the organ, on the 
outside of the church and on the lectern; the 
top piece of the baptismal font is also circular, 
reminding us of the eternal God who is willing 
to receive us into His family and bestow upon 
us the gift of the new life which is eternal, 


THE APOSTLES’ CREED is a symbol of 
the Christian faith held in common by all of 
Christendom, 


The ROBES or GOWNS for the choir and 
pastor signify an orderly and dignified worship 
service, Personalities are de-emphasized, and 
the attention of the worshipper is more natur- 
ally focused on the religious message conveyed 
by the words spoken or sung. The VEST- 
MENTS represent the differences between 
church services and secular meetings, and they 
connect the spiritual feelings which are associ- 
ated with the unchanged outward appearances 
of the leaders, The two white TABS on the 
minister's gown signify the two tables on which 
the ten commandments were inscribed, and give 
emphasis to the OLD and NEW Testaments of 
the Holy Bible, The STOLE is the emblem of 
the Christian clergy, and has been used in 
practically the same form for at least 1,200 
years. While the stole is used widely in the 
Lutheran and Episcopal churches, it is being 
used more each year by clergymen of other 
Protestant denominations.

hair. When the temple was under construction 
many were giving money, and others material. 
Men and boys were donating their labor, The 
women and girls who had neither money nor 
labor to donate, heard that the men needed a 
strong rope with which to hoist the heavy stones, 

pillars and beams into place, So thousands of 
them cut off their hair, plaited it into a rope 300 
feet long and three inches thick, and presented 
it to the workmen as their contribution, Love 
strong enough, will find a way to give. 

Before the church at Corinth Paul held up as 
an example the Macedonians who begged him 
for the privilege of giving to their brethren afar 
off, who gave with “an extraordinary gladness 
and a wealth of generosity” (Moffatt's transla- 
tion), more than his extravagant desires could 
faintly hope for, because they first gave them- 
selves to God (2 Cor.

Corinthians to give, not for duty’ sake, but for 
love's sake, 


Jesus said, “Where thy treasure is, there will 
thy heart be also” (Matt. 6:21), The thing we 
value most will have our hearts and our inter- 
ests. Where our interests are, our energy and 
resouces will soon be also. This is the way love 
acts. It is the nature of love to give and to give 
sacrificially. 


Ii we are convinced that the church is en- 
gaged in God’s basic work for the world, and 
can honestly and sincerely say that we not only 
wish this work to be done but that we haye a 
veritable passion for seeing it done, we will give 
to the church. Before we make a pledge we 
ought to probe deeply into our souls and ask

“Simon, loyest thou me more than 
these?” “Yea, Lord, Thou knowest that I love 
Thee.” “Feed my lambs.” (John 21:15, 16). Love 
will not let the church of God and the people to 
whom it ministers and the causes for which it 
labors go unfed, When we love the Kingdom of 
God and the church through which it is to be 
brought about, we will sing: 


“For her my tears shall fall, 
For her my prayers ascend; 

To her my cares and toils be given 
Till toils and cares shall end,”

The love and loyalty of the members for their 
church is being tested as never before, The 
future of Salem Church will depend in large 
measure On our response to the challenge of the 
budget for 1941, 


This budget represents an increase of $1,519.66 
over last year, This increase is due almost en- 
tirely to an increase in our denominational ap- 
portionment, The special congregational meet- 
me approved this budget by an unanimous vote. 
This action speaks volumes for the loyalty of our 
members not only to our church but to our de- 
nomination. Our members seemed to say by this 
vote: We can do it if we will, We must do it 
if we can. 

To raise our budget we will need an average 
of $17.75 from each member per year or $.35 per 
week. Is this too much to ask for the support 
of the Lord's work in Salem and throughout the 
whale world? [I do not think so. Many of our 
people spend more than this amount to see a 
movie or on other forms of recreation every 
week.

“OIL FOR THE LAMPS OF GOD” 
Sermon by Dr. Schroeder on Sunday, Nov. 10th 

“Let your light so shine before men, that they 
INay see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven,” Matt. 5:16. 

Next Sunday Salem will conduct its Every 
Member Canvass or Kingdom Roll Call, It is 
custotiary to use the preceding Sunday to dis- 
cuss the financial responsibility of the church 
and to explain the needs of the church and the 
denomination in order that our giving may be 
intelligent and purposeful. We are a democratic 
institution in which every member's voice and 
vote is equal to that of any other member, We 
have a right to know why the money is needed 
and how the money will be spent. 

We are approaching this annual ingathering of 
our pledges this year under unusually difficult 
circumstances, A few weeks ago I presented 
my resignation in order to accept a call to a 
denominational office. The congregation, how- 
ever, refused to accept the resignation and re- 
quested me to reconsider. I stated that I could 
not remain unless certain conditions prevailing 
at present would be changed. One condition will 
doubtless be met by a change in the constitu- 
tion, Upon receiving assurance that the other 


conditions would be fulfilled to my satisfaction 
I consented to yield to the plea of the congre- 
gation and to remain as your pastor. 

To my deep dismay this second condition re- 
mains unchanged to this present moment. 
proposed to the Church Council that the Every 
Member Canvass be postponed until this prob- 
lem is settled, It was the judgment of the Coun- 
cil that we proceed with the Every Member 
Canvass according to schedule, Therefore I am 
asking the members to make their pledge next 
Sunday as an act of faith in God and as a dem- 
onstration of loyalty to Salem Church, I am 
confident that this congregation will support me 
to the limit in my effort to overcome this final 
difficulty and to lead this church into a new era 
of united service for Christ and His Kingdom. 

We are here today because we believe in the 
church, The church is described and defined in 
various ways to make clear her purpose and 
function in the world. The oldest symbol is the 
ark, which saves all who enter in from the 
floods of sin and destruction, The church is the 
guide that points the way to eternal life. The 
church is the Good Samaritan that binds up the 
wounds of the world and brings healing, and 
strength to all who are oppressed. But today I 
want to think of the church as a lighthouse that 
warns against dangers on the sea of life and 
uvuides the storm-tossed mariners to the harbor 
of safety. “Let your light so shine" is the chal- 
lenge of Jesus to the church. 

For that purpose we are banded together to 
let the light shine, not only here in our com- 
munity, but in all corners of the world, Through 
our contributions to the world-wide work of 
our denomination we are bringing the light to 
China, Japan, India, Africa, and Latin America, 
By our gifts we are letting the light shine in our 
Christian colleges and making it possible for 
young men to receive training for the Christian 
ministry, By our gifts we are supporting our 
own missionaries, Dr. and Mrs. Harold Freund, 
in India and Miss Anna Bechtold in Honduras. 
By our gifts we are saying to the one hundred 
and fifty home missionaries in neglected areas 
of America, “Here is fuel for your lamps, Let 
your light shine that the Christian gospel may 
wit its victories in every part of our beloved 
land.” As you make your pledge next Sunday 
may you remember that Christ is looking over 
your shoulder and Christ is speaking to your 
soul, “Let your light shine,” 

Our church budget is more than just a column 
of figures, It represents oil for the lamps of 
God, Thank God the lamps are still burning in 
America, Here alone in all the world we are 
able to worship without interference by war and 
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dictatorship, Let your pledge be an act of 
thanksgiving to Almighty God that he has spared 
us from the horrors of war and permits us to 
bind up the wounds of a world gone mad with 
bitterness and hate. 

Our budget for our own needs is about the 
same as last year. However, we are challenged 
with a still larger share of the work of our de- 
nomination. Our apportionment is about $1,500.00 
more than last year. At the congregational 
meeting in which the budget was adopted, our 
first reaction was “This is too much.” “We can 
never meet this increased amount,” But on 
second thought the congregation voted unani- 
mously to accept the challenge, The need is so 
great. Surely Salem would be the last to say, 
“This is too much.” On the contrary we said, 
“We will do our level best. We will increase 
our pledges, we will make greater sacrifices in 
order that the light may shine that more lamps 
may be lighted that this poor old world will find 
God and in God find peace and brotherhood 
again!” 

How shall we provide oil for the lamps of 
God? Paul the Apostle gave us the principle of 
the Every Member Canvass 2,000 years ago. In 
his letter to the Corinthians he wrote, “On the 
first day of the week, let every one of you lay 
by him in store as God has prospered you that 
there be no collection when [I come.” “On the 
first day of the week,” that is regularly every 
week, we shall make our contribution. “Every 
one of you,” not husband and wife together, but 
each making his or her pledge as an individual 
member, each confirmed child doing his part. 
Every house will be visited. No pledges will be 
taken at church. All members are asked to co- 
operate by remaining at home until the visitors 
have called. We have 3,100 communicant mem- 
bers on roll but only 2,500 contributing members 
pledged last year. We must win these 600 who 
have for some reason failed to pledge to share 
~~ us in this great task of letting the light 
shine. 

Our final question is—*What is my share?” 
The ayerage amount needed to provide this oil 
for the lamps of God is $.35 per member per 
week, Surely this is a very modest sum com- 
pared with what we spend for selfish indulgence 
every week. We are not telling you how much 
you must give for the Lord's work, We are 
pointing out what is needed for the work in 
Salem Church to go on! Each must determine 
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for himself what his rightful share should be for 
the lamps of God. It is strictly a matter of con- 
science with your God and you, Unless there is 
oil the lamps of God will flicker out and dark- 
ness shall cover the face of the earth. Let me 
tell you the story of a keeper of the lighthouse 
along a rugged coast. Unnamed ships and innu- 
merable lives were in his keeping out there 
beyond his sight. To him was delivered enough 
fuel to tend the lamps for a month. He was to 
be supplied when the new month came, 

There was a knock at his door and a woman 
pled for fuel for her stove to warm the bairns 
of her hearthside. Another caller, a father, 
asked for fuel for his lamp that his son might 
read. Another argued his need of fuel for his 
engine, and so in seemingly reasonable phil- 
anthropies, the lighthouse keeper parcelled out 
his fuel. Toward the end of the month he 
turned the spigot, but to his dismay the tank 
was empty. That night the light went out! 
Three ships went down and more than a hun- 
dred lives were lost in the fury of the sea. There 
was a knock at his door the next morning and 
an agent of the government stood there, “Last 
night your light went out,” he said. Immediately 
the keeper began to apologize for the darkness 
by speaking of the parcelling out of his fuel to 
this project and that, all righteous in their char- 
acter, but sternly the man of the great govern- 
ment said, “You were given one task above all 
others—to keep this light burning. Other de- 
mands upon your fuel were secondary to this. 
Your light went out, three ships went down, and 
more than an hundred persons were lost at sea! 
For this there is no defense.” 

We of the church are the lighthouse keepers 
of the world. “Seek ye first the Kingdom of 
God and His righteousness!" Other things must 
be secondary, No amount of righteous philan- 
thropy or spending will excuse us from the 
neglect of making it possible that Christ, the 
Light of the World, be lifted up. If we let that 
light go out, nations will go down and souls will 
be lost. 

The greatest need of the world is Christ. He 
is the Light and the Church is the Lighthouse, 
and we are the keepers of that Light, To this 
end the Church exists and its members live. Only 
this purpose and passion will ever justify the 
church's continuance, The church is only worth 
saving as it saves.

A BUSINESS MAN LOOKS AT PRAYER 


(The author, who prefers to remain anony- 
mous) is a business man of broad experience 
who serves as adviser to a number of large 


corporations.)

Although nearly a quarter of a million clergy- 
men—Protestant, Catholic and Jewish—pray for 
and with us every week, pitifully few of us have 
learned to use prayer for our daily lives. 

I mean no irreverence, nor any criticism of 
the church or clergy, I am speaking about prayer 
only as a business man has come to understand 
it, and [ want to share a discovery. 


What I have discovered is that there is only 
one basis for prayer, and it consists of just four 
words—Thy will be done. 


Most of us have repeated this familiar phrase 
a thousand times, without ever sensing that it 
is the foundation not only of peace of mind and 
heart, but also of successful living. In itself the 
phrase is passive, but it comes to life as soon as 
we take the first two words seriously, and start 
putting some drive behind the last two: Thy will 
—be done. 


_ Most of what we commonly refer to as prayer 
is really petition—asking for something: “Gim- 


me” this, “gimme” that; save me from this, let 
me do that; favor me in some special way. Is it 
any wonder that so many of our “prayers” are 
not answered? 
A Matter of Spirit 

I look upon prayer not as a nightly bedside pe- 
tition, but as the spirit we infuse into our lives 
in the daytime. It is a matter of how much of 
the finest that is in us we are putting into all 
our human relationships, 


T might be said to belong to the Abou Ben 
Adhem school of prayer. You will recall that in 
Leigh Hunt's familiar poem, Abou said to the 
angel, “I pray thee, then, write me as one who 
loves his fellow-men.” If we are to live our 
prayer, we must express it in practical fashion 
in our dealings with those around us—the mem- 
bers of our family, the people among whom we 
live and work, the grocer, the letter-carrier, the 
corner newsboy. 


Many people seem to look upon prayer as nec- 
essary only in a crisis, or when things go wrong. 
They remind one of the little girl who went to 
spend a week with her aunt. “Now, Edna, say 
your prayers,” said her aunt at bedtime the first 
night. 

“No, Aunty, 


” 


said Edna, “I'm not going to say 
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my prayers tonight, nor tomorrow night, nor the 
next night. Then if nothing happens, I’m never 
going to say them again.” 

But prayer can be much more than just some- 
thing to turn to in emergencies, for comfort or 
self-protection. It must be a continuous putting- 
into-action of “Thy will be done.” 

I have observed that nearly all really enviable 
lives are “continuous prayer lives.” The men 
and women whom the world most respects, and 
rewards with its greatest satisfactions, are nearly 
always those who plunge into life with “Thy 
will be done” in their hearts. The fullness of 
their spirit overflows into their daily work, and 
spreads over all those with whom they come into 
contact. Most of us have known one or two 
people like that—a teacher who enthusiastically 
pours herself into the lives of her pupils; a 
doctor or lawyer or banker who loses himself in 
the welfare of his community, who sinks himself 
in his job in a spirit of unselfish service to his 
fellow-men. These are the people who win 
friendship, influence and preferment., 


Many people of real ability are defeated sim- 
ply because of their own selfish and unprayerful 
attitude. By jealously guarding their precious 
“rights,” by looking out over-carefully for their 
own interests, they limit themselves to second- 
rate lives, with none of the thrill that comes 
from complete devotion to something bigger 
than oneself, Their prayer to the world, as to 
God, is always a petition, 

1 confess that I did not discover how to apply 
the prayer to my own everyday activities until 
I introduced a simple variation in it. A change 
of one word, in no sense altering its spirit, made 
the whole matter simple—"Thy good be done.” 
If we consider the good of our families in all 
matters, the good of our fellow-travelers, the 
good of the men and women who serve us and 
whom we serve, then we shall be considerate, 
fair, unselfish, helpful. This kind of practical 
prayer spirit irons out the differences and mis- 
understandings which are bound to creep into 
our human relationships, and makes people like 
us and want us to be happy and successful, 

“Goodwill” is the Essence 

“Good” and “will” are not synonymous; but 
join them—“Goodwill"—and you have the es- 
sence of Christianity.

A BUSINESS MAN LOOKS AT PRAYER

As a practical business man, I see no reason 
for leaving the prayer spirit out of business or 
professional life. After all, our business enter- 
prises, our professional activities, aim at serving 
our Tcllow-men, This we do most intelligently— 
and with the greatest profit—when we adopt 
“Thy good be done’ as our attitude toward 
customers and clients, Sharp practices, small 
dealings, petty advantages, can have no place 
in any enterprise conducted in such a_ spirit. 
And a Thy-good-be-done reputation just about 
doubles one’s prospects for success in any busi- 
ness or professional field, 

The notion is widely held that “Thy will be 
done” means supinely lying down, letting a sort 
of Steam Roller God roll over one, and then 
saying, “Thank you, God, for crushing such a 
worm as 0.” But “ta do” is a transitive (or 


active) yerb, Why not put the emphasis on do- 
ing, rather than being done to? To me, a man's 
prayer should be expressed in deeds, not words. 
As Theodore Parker, noted social reformer, so 
well expressed it, “He prays best who, not ask- 
ing God to do man's work, prays penitence, 
prays resolutions, and then prays deeds—thus 
supplicating with heart and head and hands.” 


Such was the spirit of a doughty Scotch Pres- 
byterian preacher who once explained to me 
that he prayed as though everything depended 
on God, and then worked as though everything 
depended on himself, This conception of prayer 
makes Christianity an alert and dynamic force, 
rather than a matter of spiritless resignation. 
Prayer takes on an entirely new emphasis—Thy 
will be done. 

Behind Europe’s Tragedy 

Today there is sore need for more “private 
virtue for public good,” For many years we have 
been trying to achieve social justice by legisla- 
tion; but we shall make little real progress until 
a large enough percentage of us are privately 
living “continuous prayer lives” to swing the 
balance—and at the same time to prove the 
power of “Thy will be done” as a workable per- 
sonal philosophy. 


In the tragedy that is engulfing Europe we can 
see all too clearly what the opposite philosophy 
—the My-will-be-done of the dictator—leads to. 
Unfortunately, this spirit is by no means con- 
fined to distant dictators, We could all name 
My-will-be-doners right in our own circle of 
acquaintances and fellow-workers, petty dic- 
tators who are making the world a harder place 
for all of us to live in, and an unhappier place 
for themselves. These people would be amazed 
to discover how their paths would smooth out, 
how much more enjoyable their lives would be, 
were they to substitute “Thy” for “My.” 


I commend the Welsh parson’s prayer pre- 
scription in Richard Llewellyn’s book, How 
Green Was My Valley: “Prayer is only another 
name for good, clean, direct thinking. When 
you pray, think well what you are saying, and 
make your thoughts into things that are solid. 
In that manner, your prayer will have strength, 
and that strength shall become part of you, mind, 
body and spirit.” 

To me, prayer is a vital, moving force any man 
or woman can use, day in and day out, to make 
his or her little corner of the world a finer, hap- 
pier, more Christian place in which to live and 
work, and in so doing find rich rewards, 


Pastor’s Comment : 


The above article was contributed by one of 
our faithful members who found it in a business 
magazine. I do not agree with the author that 
this concept of prayer exhausts the whole mean- 
ing of prayer, Prayer is more than “goodwill” 
as any student of the Bible teaching on prayer 
will admit but it is also true that prayer without 
goodwill is ineffectual and futile. Any sincere 
seeker after truth who begins with this business 
man’s philosophy of prayer is well on the way 
to a better understanding and a deeper experi- 
ence of the meaning of prayer in his ey ie. 
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The Season of Advent 


which begins next Sunday calls us to a new year of worship and service in the church. 
During the four Sundays preceding Christmas we are challenged to prepare our hearts to 
receive the new-born King who was born in the manger of Bethlehem. This includes faith- 


ful attendance at church worship. 


How can Christ be born in our hearts if we have no

MEDICAL SERVICE IN THE INDIAN VILLAGE

Initiated in the rural districts of India by the 
faithful and often heroic labors of missionaries, 
many other philanthropies and government 
agencies are becoming vitally interested in the 
problem of village uplift. 

With regard to the health problem, it might 
be said without exaggeration that the average 
village has no medical care. Mission hospitals 
have settled in rural areas but these act as medi- 
cal centers trying to serve an area of at least 
one to two hundred villages or more. The hos- 
pitals are generally not sufficiently staffed to 
allow for much medical visitation or hygiene 
education in the villages. In some of the larger 
towns there are government dispensaries and 
hospitals who often cannot do much because of 
lack of adequate training and facilities, There 
aré a few medical schools in India who turn out 
fair doctors, but these men all tend to go to the 
cities to practice, 

The expansion of medical service so as to 
cover the whole country is practically impossible. 
Eyen if there were only one medical service sta- 
tion for every five villages, one hundred forty 
thousand stations would be required. If the 


average expense of equipping a dispensary is 
two thousand rupees and running expenses are 
twelve hundred rupees a year, the amount would 
run into figures which would look like a huge 
war-time budget, Men have always more will- 
ingly spent money to kill one another than to 
save one another, 


But there are other problems besides the 
financial ones which erect impressive barriers 
to medical seryice in the villages, The villages 
are steeped in ignorance and superstition and 
there are active agents in the employ of ignor- 
ance blocking the way to any kind of progress. 

The sadhus, fakirs, and other agents of the 
gods encourage fear and superstition for thereby 
they retain a strong hold on the terrified peo- 
ple. Living in an atmosphere of fear the people 
become averse to innovations, When western 
nedicine attempts to enter a village, the leaders 
of the cults of fear are quick to make opposi- 
tion. Even where medical facilities are offered 
to the villagers, they, in many cases, do not avail 
themselves of the opportunities, 


The doctrine of Karma—retribution for deeds 
done in the form of a re-incarnation—is a yes- 
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tige of old philosophic thought. It moulds and 
continues to mould the Indian character. It is 
no use to try to obstruct the course of divine 
justice, You must suffer for your bad acts done 
in a previous birth. This is how they suffer in a 
spirit of resignation and helplessness. Thus con- 
tinually expiating the sins of a former existence, 
the villager is averse to taking treatment. Kis- 
met—Fate—may be said to be a corollary of 
Karma and is equally productive of pessimisni. 


A glaring example of how a very useful insti- 
tution, when started, has degenerated into a 
superstition, is the deification of the cow, In 
the rural communities of the Aryans, when they 
came to India, the cow was a very useful animal 
—the female for milk, the male for draught pur- 
poses, What is now worship of the cow must 
in the beginning have been merely a great in- 
terest in the improyement of the breed and the 
general condition. In the days when wealth was 
calculated on the basis of the number of cattle 
owned, there must have been much pride and joy 
in a herd of fine cattle. In the decadent period 
which followed the cow came to be deified and 
worshipped, Improvement of cattle strains was 
forgotten, but the reverence for the cow re- 
mained. The cow moved into the house and 
lived with the family. The personal hygiene of 
the house dwellers and the conditions of sanita- 
tion became shocking. Thus the veneration of 
the cow has created a mighty barrier in the way 
of the clean-up of the Indian vilage. 


The way in which the villages and their houses 
are built aggravates the conditions created by 
unsanitary habits, The Indian village is built in 
as small a space as possible. The huts have mud 
walls and the roofing is of bamboo and straw. 
There are no windows—only square holes in the 
wall, A miry, filthy courtyard provides space 
for chickens, cows or goats. and the buffalo. The 
roof is full of vermin and cobwebs. In lieu of 
cleaning, the dirt floor gets a fresh coating of 
cow dung from time to time. There are no 
drains. The foul water collects around the 
houses and in the streets. The rainy season 
makes this condition worse. There are breeding 
places for mosquitoes in abundance, Personal 
and village hygiene becomes shocking,

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MEDICAL SERVICE IN THE INDIAN 
VILLAGE 


(Continued from page 2) 


The poverty of the Indian peasantry is appall- 
ing. It is said that on the average they get but 
one full meal a day. When they have to econo- 
mize in this way with regard to the prime neces- 
sities of the body, we can easily imagine how 
they would deal with other wants which are not 
so essential, Thus, poorly nourished, they offer 
little resistance to the onslaught of disease, 


Obviously the problem of medical relief for 
the villages is a great onc, Constantly fighting 
the forces of enlightenment are the forces of 
ignorance, the priesthood, and the mendicants 
who foster a reverence for the dead past with 
its superstition and ignorance. 


The solution is not to be found in establishing 
hospitals and dispensaries at strategic points, 
for these will remain but tiny beacons of light 
while the villages lie in darkness. Certainly a 
great deal of village uplift must be done, Pa- 
tiently educating the people in better ways of 
living, teaching them to read, giving object les- 
sons in better housing and farming, destroying 
reverence for filth—all these can and should be 
taught as by-products of the more abundant life 
in Christ. All this is a gradual process and will 
take years to sufficiently penetrate villages so 
as to make a visible dent into the social structure 
of India. Meanwhile something has to be done 
for these villages today! The big problem of the 
medical missionary is: How can I overcome 
prejudice sufficiently to help the people who are 
suffering today, so that the reluctance to par- 
take of western medicine and of the help it can 
give will be overcome. The most obvious and 
simple thing to do is to go to the sufferer if he 
will not come to the hospital. This ineans medi- 
cal touring of the villages, An equipment of a 
few stock solutions, a few simple instruments, 
and a whole world of kindness of heart will do 
much to overcome prejudice. Simple treatments 
can be done and some of the serious cases, with 
a little persuasion, can be induced to come to 
the hospital, Unfortunately the staff of mission 
doctors is too small to do this on a large scale. 
Yet even if done on a small scale it will have its 
effect. 

There remains the question of the cost of 
medicines. Western preparations are fairly ex- 
pensive and this fact imposes a burden on both 
the patient and the mission budget. 


Establishment of hospitals and dispensaries, 
medical training, medical educational talks, cheap 
medicines which are nevertheless potent and 
useful—in this and on all sides there needs to 
be a liberal icing of Christian love. This will do 
much to start the Indian village on the road to 
+, healthier and therefore happier condition of 
ife, 


HAVE YOU A DESPISERY? 


The story is told of a man who enjoyed pos- 
session of a good share of the world’s goods, but 
for some inscrutable reason went around glum- 
faced and irritable most of the time. He had 
working for him an aged darky whose toothless 


grin spread from ear to ear, day in and day out. 
Calling the happy servant to him one day, he 
said: 

“Mose, you haven't got a dime to your name, 
and if it were not for the little job I give you, I 
don’t know what would become of you. Now, 
tell me, how can you go around looking so dog- 
gone happy all the time?” 

The old darky rolled his eyes, wrinkled his 
brow, scratched the top of his bald head, and 
then the broad grin bloomed again: “I dunno, 
boss, ‘less ‘n it’s ‘cause | ain't got nobody in my 
despisery, I] don’ hate nobody.” 

His grim-faced employer nodded, and walked 
away to think. Yes, he did have a number of 
persons in his “despisery.” They deserved to be 
there, too, but the strange fact was that it was 
hurting him more than them, Something inside 
of him boiled up every time he thought of them. 
The poisons of anger surged through his systen, 
and his mouth tightened, His vision was dis- 
torted by the fury aroused through his frequent 
inspections of the prisoners in his “despisery.” 

The toothless darky had the right idea. He 
refused to nurse along memories of folks he did 
not like, He banished them so completely that 
each morning he could wake up with a fresh 
smile—a smile that stood a chance to last all day,

BACH’S CHRISTMAS ORATORIO 


The Christmas Oratorio was composed—sa 
states an inscription in the handwriting of Bach's 
on the original MS—in 1734, This was five years 
after the production of the Matthew Passion, 
and was when the illustrious author was forty- 
nine years old, The six parts of the work are 
defined as being for periormances respectively 
on the first, the second, and the third days of 
the Festival of Christmas, on New Year's Day or 
the Festival of Circumcision; on the Sunday 
after this, and on the Festival of the Epiphany. 


There is as much of likeness of manner in the 
music of the Passion and the Christmas Ora- 
torio as of unlikeness of character, Hence, the 
latter will best be described by reference to the 
other—best, at least, to those whose knowledge 
of the former work enables them to apply the 
comparisons, Like that, this was composed for 
performance in church, as portion or in exten- 
sion of a service to celebrate one of the chief 
occasions in the Christian year. Unlike that, 
this pertains not specially to the one saddest 
day of a season of lamentation, but belongs to 
the outspread period of the Christmas festivities, 
and comprises music of less than half-an- -hour’s 
duration for each of six days’ several perform- 
ances, illustrating the events which are joyously 
commemorated throughout the Christian Catho- 
lic Church and in every Christian homestead. 
The Passion is the grief-song which pours forth 
the lamentation of Christendom; the Oratorio 
is the Jubilation which streams from the open 
heart at the moment which neighbourly love is 
rifest among Christian men, The opposite senti- 
ments of penitence and exultation are contrasted 


in the two compositions, one may indeed say, 
sublimely; but the rejoicing is so earnest, sa 
devout, so truly from the heart’s depth, in the 
one that it borrows sometimes the tears of sad- 
ness from the other, and shows at the happiest 
under the aspect of woe. 


As in the great music of the Matthew Passion, 
and in that (which is inferior alone to it) of St. 
John’s version of the same story, in the Christ- 
mas Oratorio the Gospel Narrative of the inci- 
dents the music glorifies is assigned to a tenor 
voice, and the part is designated the “Evange- 
list." Here, as in those other compositions, the 
narrative is broken by the entry of particular 
voices, choral, or solo, to represent persons, 
many or single introduced in its course, As in 
those other cases, the narrative is interspersed 
with what have been called “reflective passages,” 
but these are here in larger proportion to the 
whole than in those other works. The reflective 
passages are in two classes: First, the Chorals, 
or popular hymn tunes which every child in 
North Germany learns with its mother tongue; 
and, with these tunes, such verses of the poems, 
also known to everybody, as bear upon the situa- 
tions wherein the Chorals occur; second, setting 
of original verses in the forms of Choruses, Airs, 
Recitatives, and concerted pieces for two or 
more solo singers. 


The harmonisation of the Chorals proves the 
author’s infinite command of the powers of com- 
bination. Highly remarkable as it is for its 
musical beauty, it claims further admiration for 
its expressive fitness to the several situations in 
which these hymn-tunes occur. Some of the 
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tunes are set plainly. for the voices, with direc- 
tions that certain instruments are to be in uili- 
son with each part, and the organ in unison 
with the whole. Supposing the tunes of these to 
be sung by the congregation, an instrument 
would be needed to make the harmony clear and 
to keep the yoices in tune; but then there would 
be a charm quite peculiar to the singers who had 
lifelong familiarity with the melodies, in finding 
their song supported by a substratum of har- 
mony which gave vivid expression to the very 
notes they were uttering; and this charm would 
be extra to the pleasure everyone feels in sing- 
ing a tune that he knows. It would be vain to 
substitute for the special effect moral as much 
as musical, thus intended, the totally different 
process of singing at sight musie before un- 
known, of which the voluntary executant would 
be as likely to take any other part as the princi- 
pal melody, and from which a chaotic effect, 
rather than a multitudinous would accrue, It 
was a fortunate device, when the Passion was 
produced under Mr. Barnby’s direction, to sub- 
stitute, rather, for the congregation's collective 
performance, a rendering of the Chorals, thus 
set, by the unaccompanied voices of the choir, 
with modifications of loudness and softness in 
accordance with the verbal expression, produc- 
ing thus the effect most delightful to all listen- 
ers, and the best compensation for that pleasure 
which can never be enjoyed in a country where 
the melodies are as unknown as their harmonic 
treatment. Other of the Chorals are arranged 
with figured accompaniment for the orchestra, 
and these stand out in strong contrast to those 
more simply set,

BACH’S CHRISTMAS ORATORIO 


Part I 

The partion of the oratorio appropriated to 
the first day of the Festival of Cliristmas is 
highly jubilant in character — an irrepressible 
outburst, as it were, of the world's rejoicing. 
Especially must this be felt in the opening mum- 
ber, to which the clang of martial instruments, 
as mich as the broad, exulting phrases for the 
voices gives pecr uliarly an air of triumpl, The 
majestic Mourish of drums and trumpets that 
introduces this Chorus is eminently grand in its 
effect to us, and must have been far more so to 
those who first leard it, when these means of 
musical pomp were more rare in their use, and 
less familiar than now, therefore, to an audi- 
ence, One may naturally wonder at the figure of 
speceh which defines as "soldiers" the votaries 
of the religion of peace; yet wondering, one 
meets with this frequently in modern hymn- 
ology, and recoils perhaps from the strange mis- 
application, Here is, however, the music of the 
field without its weapons; no thought is prompted 
af bloodshed, vengeance, slaughter, hatred, the 
subjects that introduce the institution of soldiery 
and the objects that exercise it; the idea of joy 
is here to be expressed, and its expression is in 
the most sonorous and brilliant tones, just as to 
the eye it would be in the most vivid and glitter- 
ing colours, The music pictures a happy multi- 
tude, clad in gayest holiday gear, with ribbons 
streaming and holly- branches waving, tokens of 
gladness at the event the season celebrates, and 
of belief in its everlasting influences. Moulded 
in the form of a first and second part, the repeti- 
tion DaCapa, the piece has the highest contrast 
of character in the central section, where the 
noisier orchestration is for a while discontinued, 
and the imitative writing for the voices gives to 
them a different kind of interest. 


Part II 

The Second Part begins with a symphony 
picturing the shepherds on their night-w atch, A 
Pastoral Symphony this is truly, in respect of 
its quiet, gentle, passionless character, and it 
follows so far conventional notions of shepherd- 
life, that it is in time, with four smoothly-flow- 
ing triplets in a measure, It differs, however, 
from the instrumental movements by Corelliand 


Handel, that illustrate the same incident, so far 
as may ‘be possible for anything, having the same 
subject and means of expression, to differ. It 
makes no allusion to the traditional Pifferari 
tune, which is prominent in both these pieces; 
but it is quite as melodious, quite as sweet, and 
quite as true to the purpose. Silvered by the 
silent moonlight, carth seems to sleep in the lap 
of peace, in token of the mniversal rest this 
night should have initiated. 


Part III 


The pompous instrumentation of the amusic 
for the first day of the Festival is resumed in 
that for the third; and, with it the jubilant cbar- 
acter, as contrasted by the greater tranquility 
that marks the Second Part. The opening chorus 
is truly tuneful, and by no means wanting in 
the harmonic interest that always invests the 
music of the master; its rhythin is most obvious, 
and its impression accordingly easy, 

The three Parts thus coneluded coniplete in 
some sort the first of two larger divisions of the 
work. They refer, as tas been shown, to the 
immediate Teast of Christmas; whereas the 
three following celebrate the dispersed later 
festivities of the season; and they are technically 
connected by the cansecution of keys, the Ist 
and 3rd beginning and ending in D and the 2nd 
—as if it were an episode between the other two 
—opening and closing in G.

THE CHURCH AND THE NEW YEAR 


The church in the new year should be the 
world’s chief spiritual dynamo. It should spiritu- 
alize the world by bending and concentrating its 
every thought and effort upon awakening or 
strengthening in man a consciousness of God as 
a source of human power and as a guide of 
human effort. There is a growing recognition 
of the need of increased spiritual stimulus for 
the world’s best ethical and moral achievement. 
The church as a great spiritual generator must 
supply that need, The growth of democracy, 
with its insistence upon individual possibility, 
must be supplemented with the sense of respon- 
sibility which can come through the church from 
religion. In keeping with this conception of the 
church the minister should, as Professor Mat- 
thews has said, be an organizer of spiritually 


minded men and women into collective spiritual 
forces. He should not he a mere private chaplain 
co-operatively sustained. Because of its spiritual 
background and purpose the church ought to be 
the world’s great synthetizer and unifier.... 
The church that refuses not only to accept but 
even to seek the hand of brotherliness wherever 
it may obtain it has ceased to be a church and 
has deteriorated into a catacomb where accom- 
modation is given to the surviving bodies of de- 
parted spirits. The church ought so to impress 
men with their relationship and mutual responsi- 
bility because of their spiritual origin and pur- 
pose that they will co-operate and fraternize 
with one another instead of clashing and fighting 
against one another. In other words, the church

GRATEFUL WORDS FROM A JAPANESE GIRL 


One of the most significant things that has 
come out of Japan in these days of crisis and 
one of the most beautiful tributes to the life and 
work of the Christian missionary in Japan ap- 
peared in the “Japan Advertiser” on October 
19th, 1940, under this caption : “Grateful Words 
from a Japanese Girl.” One could hardly con- 
ceive of a more beautiful expression of gratitude 
for the Gospel than this statement of this Japan- 
ese girl, It reads thus: 

To the Editor; 

Now that so many missionaries are reported 

to have gone home and more to be going, I feel 


I can’t help writing a few lines expressing my 
thanks towards them for what they have done 
and for what they have peek There may be 
some exception (personally I do not know one!) 
as there is almost to everything under the sun, 
but the missionaries are people of love and peace, 
They came to this distant land with messages of 
love. They have founded schools and hospitals 
as well as religious houses. Lepers, blind and 
poor, all alike owe them much, Above all many 
have found a new life through them 

The claim of one's mother- country must be 
heeded; it may be, sad as it is, good and advis- 
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able for these well-meaning “foreign” friends to 
leave us at present. I should hate to think of 
them being in danger or being uncomfortable, 
But what | should like to say 1s that they and 
their work will never be forgotten here, that the 
seed they have sown will “grow and bring fruit 
a hundred-fold,” and that a little Japanese girl 
who simply could not keep silent at this time 
about their hardship should like to say, “Thank 
you,” to them again and again, if she can say 
nothing else.

It has been brought to my attention that there 
are many organized groups in this city which 
should be informed that a course of training for 
practical nurses is now being sponsored by the 
Board of Education. The next class will begin 
February 3. 

We are very anxious, indeed, that the regis- 
tration for each class shall include those who 
give promise of satisfactorily completing the 
course and of creditable service when they go 
into homes as practical nurses. It is difficult to 
launch a course of this kind because it is hard to 
spread the information where it is most necded. 

{ am, therefore, writing to you at this time 
enclosing the folder giving the information con- 
cerning the enrollment of registrants as well as 
the service which the school is prepared to ren- 
der at the end of one year of training when the 
practical nurses are in homes under supervision 
and the additional service which they are pre- 
pared to render as practical nurses at the com- 
pletion of their course. Should you desire addi- 
tional folders, they will be sent to you upon 
request, 

The opportunities for the licensed practical 
nurse are many. To date, we have graduated 
the first class, These graduates have had no 
difficulty in securing employment in hospitals, 
nursing homes, and in private homes, It would 
seem that the demand for our graduates will 
increase as the National Defense Program en- 
larges.

V. The Endowment Fund 

During the past year this fund reached the 
total of $12,649.90 representing an increase of 
$4,700.00 over the previous year, May we again 
remind you of our Perpetual Membership plan 
whereby our members can continue to support 
the Lord's work after they have been called to 
their eternal home. The names of all donors of 
$200.00 or more to the Endowment Fund are 
inscribed on our Memorial Tablets and the in- 
terest accruing to this fund is eredited each year 
to the memory of the departed. In a very tangi- 
ble way the promise of the Seripture is fulfilled, 
“They shall rest from their labors and their 
works do follow them.” 


VI. The Ministry of Music 

Mr. Genhart and the Salem Choir have again 
brought to our worship services a ministry of 
music of the highest quality in content and per- 
formance. Last Christmas the choir sang a por- 
tion of the difficult “Christmas Oratorio” by 
Johann Sebastian Bach, We regret, however, to 
admit that this music was appreciated by visitors 
to our church more than by our own members. 

The Junior Choir under the leadership of Miss 
Dorothy Drum has again made a commendable 
contribution to our worship services, We hope 
to have this group even more frequently in the 
coming year. 

VII. Religious Education 

The Church School attendance for 1940 totaled 
49,932 as compared with 53,226 for 1939, The 
loss was on the average, distributed throughout 
the whole year, 

Three departments, however, increased their 
attendance over 1939. They were the Kinder- 
garten, the Senior Department and the Kaelber 
Klass. Several of the other divisions had only 
slight decreases. In December the Board of 
Education authorized a Sunday School wide 
cater of absentees to be held in January of 

In February a successful World Friendship 
Day was held. The day was marked by the pres- 
ence of Dr. Paul E. Keller of China. There were 
motion pictures, displays and a Chinese supper. 

Salem Church was host to the New York State 
Christian Endeavor Convention in June, 

It also gave its facilities to the Open Bible 
Institute and the Training School in Chris- 
tian Service, sponsored by the Federation ot 
Churches in the fall. Eleven Salemites attended 
the school, 

Since visual education is being more and more 
utilized, in December a series of motion pictures 
on the life of Christ was planned, to be shown 
to the children of the Sunday School during the 
Third Period, 

To conform with generally accepted age group- 
ing, the Young People’s Department was divided 
into two groups: a new Young People's Depart- 
ment, ages 18 to 24; and a class composed of 
young adults 25 years and up, now known as the 
Nika Class. 

Drama 

Six dramatic events and a number of skits 
were presented during the year. An operetta, 
sponsored hy the Bible Classes was given with 
great success. There were two pageants, two 
Christmas. plays and one missionary play, These 
gave opportunity to about 200 people to take 
part. The Salem orchestra under the capable 
leadership of Mr. Arthur Blank and choir gave 
generously of their time and effort, 

VIII. Youth 

A new feature was introduced into young peo- 
ple’s work, a Planning Conference, held in the 
fall at Ellison Park, in which all executives of 
the member groups of the Youth Council met 
and made plans for the next year. 

The Youth Forum and Junior Hi Leagues have 
been meeting on the first and third Sundays of 
the month, 

Salem was host to the Spring Rally of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Young People of 
Western New York on May 26. 
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Young People took part in the Youth Day 
Service on May 19th. , 

The Salem Basketball Team was runner up in 
the Central YMCA Church League. 

The Salem Baseball Team won both Central 
YMCA and Inter “Y” Championships for a 
erand sweep. ‘ 

Boy Scout Troop 11 celebrated its 25th anni- 
versary in December, 

Stewardship and Dunkirk 

Twenty-nine members of the Sunday School 
compared to twenty-two in 1939, entered the 
Stewardship Essay and Poster Contest in Febru- 
ary. Many winners chose the awards of eredit 
to camps at Dunkirk, Salem was one of three 
churches to provide judges for the National 
Awards for posters. Two Salem entries, one 
poster and one essay received awards in the Na- 
tional competition, 

More Salem Sunday School members attended 
Dunkirk than in 1930. Total contributions to 
Dunkirk from all sources in Salem totaled $325. 


IX. The Church Council 

During the past year our faithful Elder and 
Vice-President of the congregation, Henry Al- 
brecht, was called to the higher life, Never was 
a servant of God in Salem more loyal and de- 
voted to his task than this humble and revered 
leader of the church. In the annals of the con- 
gregation the name of Henry Albrecht will be 
cherished and held in hallowed remembrance as 
Jong as this church shall stand. 

It is also fitting that we remember in_ this 
connection another former member of our 
Church Couneil who bas heard the call of his 
blessed Master. Otto Schlegel has gone home! 
What a benediction it has been for everyone 
that called upon him in his long illness to see 
the glory on his face. 

Let us stand a moment in silent tribute to the 
memory of these sainted servants of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

It is with deep regret that we record also at 
this time another change in our Church Council. 
Our president of the church and teacher of the 
Bible Classes for many years, William H. Brown, 
felt constrained to tender his resignation last 
October, Shortly thereafter he was overtaken 
by a serious illness which confined him to his 
home for several weeks, A committee of the 
Church Council called upon him recently to re- 
quest him to reconsider his resignation. He 
agreed to continue as a member of the Church 
Council until the end of his term but insisted on 
being relieved of his duties as president of the 
church, His resignation as president was ac- 
cepted at a special meeting of the Church Coun- 
cil on Sunday, December 29th, 

Mr. Brown has rendered invaluable service to 
Salem Church. He has been an inspiration to 
hundreds that have attended the Bible Classes 
during the more than twenty years of his lead- 
ership, As president of the church he devoted 
himself with whole-hearted devotion to his task. 
His able leadership will be deeply missed, Our 
best wishes go out to him for complete recovery 
and renewed health and strength for many years 
to come. We suggest that the congregation 
extend to him a hearty yote of thanks for his 
distinguished services. 

Mr. Charles Then, vice-president, has been 


serving as the acting president of the congrega- 
tion since the resignation of the president and 
his capable leadership has been an important 
factor in leading our congregation through these 
days of transition.

Weber, Mr. Herbert Zimmer, Sr. A hearty vote 
of thanks is due these members for their services 
in behalf of the congregation. 

X. The Board of Deaconesses 

This group of loyal workers has been very 
helpful in maintaining contacts with our large 
and scattered membership. In the visitation of 
the sick and shut-in they have given special 
attention to those members who do not belong 
to our organizations. They also represent the 
congregation, together with the deacons, in call- 
ing at homes in the time of bereavement and 
have served as greeters at our church services. 

XI. Our Organizations 

A _mimeographed report summarizing the ac- 
tivities of our many organizations will again be 
placed in your hands tonight. It deserves careful 
study. Salem owes much to her faithful workers 
who endeavor thru their organizations to apply 
the teachings of Christ to all problems of life. 

XII, The Nominating Committee 

In accordance with the resolution adopted last 
year, recommending to the Constitution Com- 
mittee that at least two candidates be nominated 
for every vacancy on the Church Council, your 
committee has presented a full ticket for each 
group in the Church Council. The names of these 
candidates haye been published in the “Outlook.” 
The committee should be commended for provid- 
ing such a complete list of candidates for this 
election, 

_ XIII, The Constitution Committee 

This committee was making satisfactory prog- 
gress but the events of the past few months have 
brought the labors of this committee to a com- 
plete standstill for the present. The president 
should be authorized to fill the vacancies on the 
committee and to proceed vigorously with the 
completion of this task at an early date, 

XIV. The Pastoral Work 

Your pastors have labored side by side in the 
manifold activities of this large congregation. 
Together we have made 1,657 calls on the sick 
and shut-in besides innumerable telephone calls 
or personal calls, on church school absentees, 
prospects for membership, etc. We have given 
the holy communion to 95 in their homes and in 
hospitals. 

We have shared all responsibilities of the 
pastorate, with Pastor Nussmann accepting 
major concern for religious education, dramatic 
and youth programs. 

= : In conclusion 

This is a joint report of your two pastors. We 
express our deep appreciation to all who have 
labored with us again in the past year to pro- 
mote the extensive and manifold program of 
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Salem Church. We know that the congregation 
will also wish to express to all of our volunteer 
workers in the Church Conneil, in the church 
school, in the choirs, in, the service and char- 
acter building organizations of our church, a 
hearty vote of thanks for their labor of love, 
May God bless you one and all in your con- 
tinuing loyalty to Christ aud His Church and 
keep you steadfast until the end!

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
MISS ANNA BECHTOLD 


1. The Tela Bible Class 


Altho our work among the English-speaking 
yeople in Honduras is of necessity sporadic and 
infrequent, it has been my privilege since the 
beginning of the year to go over to Tela six 
times to hold special Bible classes among the 
women there. Each time it has been a joy to 
give them a Bible study, thus providing spiritual 
nourishment to those who, were they in the 
States or in England, would undoubtedly be 
counted among the faithful church attendants 
there, but who, lacking in leadership here, look 
to us for occasional spiritual stimulus, For me 
it has been a change from the general routine 
of work in San Pedro and a pleasant social con- 
tact as guest in the homes of the members, so 
that I, too, have benefitted. 

The average number of women who attend 
the class is nine, but during the summer the 
young people who were at home for the holidays 
gave me a pleasant surprise by attending the 
August meeting to the number of seventeen, It 
was indeed encouraging to see these young peo- 
ple actually lay aside their pleasures for an hour 
to listen to the lesson and to sing the good old 
Gospel songs of their own choosing, such as 
“What a Friend We Have in Jesus.” 

The total of voluntary offerings received 
amounted to $24.50 plus $2.25 on another occa- 
sion, or $26.75. Of this $13.80 was added to the 
Annual Bible Conference funds, $6.95 to the 
Poor Fund and the balance covered travel ex- 
penses, 

One of the direct outworkings of the Bible 
Class was the reopening of the Tela Sunday 
School under the direction of a teacher and two 
members of the class. This has been my great- 
est recompense. On the last visit I had the 
pleasure of attending the Sunday school and 
greeting 25 children. This Sunday school is not 
a new project, for among the children was a 
grandson of one of the early leaders whose chil- 
dren were also members, Thus the work con- 
tinues and the benefits are transmitted. 


II. Sunday School Work 


In the San Pedro Sunday School my work 
again was that of organist and teacher of the 
older ‘teen-age girls, the “Messengers of Light.” 
This year the number in my class was consider- 
ably reduced because of the formation of a Cate- 
chumen Class, but this very fact gave me much 
joy,—to see at least half of my class ready to 
enter a class preparatory to church membership. 
1 trust that of the ten who are not vet members 
of the church, others may follow soon, only to 
have their places taken by yet others of the 
younger generation seeking the Way of Life. 
May they realize, each and every one, the truth 
ot paar words “I am the Light;” “Ye are the 
light !" 


III. Christian Endeavor Work 

In March the Christian Endeavor Society of 
the San Pedro Church named me as one of the 
advisors together with the pastor. Tho the 
duties of an advisor are not strenuous, they do 
include bi-weekly attendance of their devotional 
and prayer meetings, as well as the monthly 
business and social meetings and advice on com- 
mittees. It has been a pleasure to guide the 
young people in their manifold activities, As 
Advisor of the first group in its organiaztion 
some years ago, it is interesting to note in the 
youth the adyance in outlook, in readiness to 
serve, in serious yet glad acceptance of their 
responsibilities as Christians, and especially in 
the desire to relate itself to the church, It is as 
it should be—‘For Christ and the Church.” In 
the first constitution we could not induce the 
young people to make church membership a 
requisite for active membership in the society; 
in the newly revised constitution church mem- 
bership was suggested and quite naturally 
adopted by the young people themselves as es- 
sential, Of course, those who were active mem-- 
bers under the old ruling were allowed to remain 
in the same category, but almost without excep- 
tio they are now in the preparatory class for 
uniting with the church. 


The C. E, has 30 members, active and associ- 
ate, but the Sunday evening attendance often 
exceeds that number. The active members give 
the messages on the regular C. E, topics. Be- 
sides, the C. E, sponsors occasional evangelistic 
trips and street meetings. Surely the youth is 
the hope of the church. 


IV. The School 

We are in our second year of officially recog- 
nized normal school work in Honduras. The 
girls of the first year passed satisfactory exami- 
nations cither at the close of the school year in 
February or, in case of a conditional grade or 
grades, were re-examined in May and passed to 
second year. Three of the first year girls did 
not return; one new one from the public high 
school entered, making a total enrollment of 12 
girls in the second year, In the first year class 
of 1940 eight were admitted by entrance ex- 
amination, but two of these have withdrawn, 
leaving only 6 in our first year class, Of the 18 
girls still remaining with us, 10 are Evangelical, 
1 is Adventist and the others are Catholic, or 
nominally so. 

School loyalty has not been lacking, even in 
so small and incomplete school as ours where 
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for the present, at least, we are not able to offer 
the girls any extra- curriculum activities, It has 
been an almost “all-work-and-no-play” program, 
and yet the girls are a happy lot. Morning devo- 
tions are held at eight after the first class which 
begins at 7 or 7:15, as the case may be. 

Our relations with the government and the 
nublic have been very friendly, Recently the 
Secretary of Education, the Departmental In- 
spector of Schools and the Principal of the high 
school paid us a brief visit and seemed well 
pleased with the progress thus far made, 

Always we have before us our goal,—that of 
training Christian teachers, To this end we have 
established scholarships to help worthy Chris- 
tian girls who are poor to receive their training 
with us, This year we have two from Pinalejo 
and one from Yoro, supported by scholarships 
granted by the Board and by gifts received from 
the home churches, In the home with me live 7 
girls who constitute quite a happy family, We 
can but labor on and leave the result with the 
Lord. May He grant His blessing!

CHRIST’S SPIRIT MARCHES ON 


Where guns roar, bombs fall, and people quake 
in underground shelters—C hrist'’s spirit is not 
there. Mars rules there, crushing under his feet 
the writhing, broken bodies of God's children, 
Where lights blaze dazzlingly, glasses click, 
wheels spin, cards flit, and stacks of money rise 
higher and higher on the green-covered tables, 
—Christ's spirit is not there. It is Bacchus we 
see at one end of the room, quaffing flagons of 
wine, and surveying the scene with cynical 
amusement, When sleek, well-dressed people sit 
about the long table of the Board of Directors 
listening tensely to the words of the chairman, 
it is not the staccato ring of his yoice that we 
hear, but the sharp ring of Vulean’s hammer as 
he goes from chair to chair riveting on the chains 
which bind each one sitting there to the strong 
box in the corner—Christ is not there. 

But let me take you to a place where Christ is 
found. It is not a lovely cottage nor a stately 
church, although He can be found there also. 
He has a stopping place beside an ornate Hindu 
temple on the beautiful campus of a college for 
Indian princes. This college, Rajkumar College 
of Raipur, does not have a single Indian Chris- 
tian in the entire student body. The students are 
practically all sons of rulers and are devont 
Hindus faithfully attending devotions in the tem- 
ple. Some time ago one of our mission doctors 
was employed to supervise the health of the 
institution, But this was purely a medical matter, 

For a long time the college has boasted a 
Sewa Fund, a service fund. This fund consisted 
of yoluntary contributions made by students and 


staff to aid servants connected with the college, 
who suffered some misfortune. The college has 
a beautiful sweeping campus, but beyond the 
ornate iron gates people were living in poverty 
and disease. Nothing was being done for them. 
It occurred to those medically-minded on the 
campus that something could be done for these 
people if the Sewa Fund would help. The di- 
rectors of the fund at once agreed to allow some 
of this money to be used and the facilities of the 
hospital (the college hospital) were put at the 
disposal of the mission doctor to open a clinic 
for these poor people. 


So, come any Saturday morning to the hos- 
pital which is only a stone’s throw from the 
Hindu temple and you will see people coming to 
whom the hospital had been closed before, You 
will see your mission doctor working with a 
Hindu doctor assistant, an English Christian 
nurse, a Christian male nurse, a Hindu orderly, 
a Christian clerk, and a devout Hindu assistant 
recorder. You will see Hindu princes coming in 
and learning to minister to the lowliest of people. 
You will see people learning the art of being “my 
brother's keeper.” Usually a prince presides over 
a huge tub of milk, a glass of which is presented 
to each patient, old or young, large or small, as 
he passes through. 

Here Mars cannot ground his spear; nor can 
Bacchus flourish his flagon of pleasure, nor 
does Vulcan ply his smithy trade, On the veranda 
of the hospital there is a chair. It is empty at 
noon, but it wasn't empty all morning. Christ 
had been there, resting in the shadow of the

Origin of Lent 

The English word is derived from the Anglo- 
Saxon Lencten which compares fay orably with 
the German word Lenz, both meaning “spring.’ 
References are made to fast periods preceding 
Easter as early as the time of Irenaeus and 
Tertullian, but Lent as a definite period of the 
Christian church year was established by papal 
law in 840, 

The character of the observance of Lent, was, 
however, established as early as the Council of 
Laodicea (365 A, D.) when that body of church 
fathers decreed that fasting, almsgiving and 
cessation of festivals be the rule for the Chris- 
tian during Lent. Money spared from fasting 
was to be given the poor. 

The Catholic Church established meticulous 
laws governing the kind of food permissible to 
be eaten during this period, It will be of inter- 
est to note that our custom of giving Easter 
eggs dates back to the Middle Ages when a 
gencral prohibition was placed on the use of 
eggs during Lent. Relaxation of the fast was 
accompanied by the blessing of eggs and later 
the giving of eggs at Easter as gifts to the 
children. 

Our Protestant Tradition 

Our Protestant observance of Lent has its 
roots deep in this Catholic tradition, yet we must 
recognize that Luther's reformation did greatly 
change the character of the fast periods. Specific 
laws governing the detail of toods, festivities 
and forms of prayers. were supplanted by gen- 
eral rules to use the period for prayer, alms- 
giving and self-discipline.

THE REVEREND ADOLF C.G. BALTZER 


Not only Salem but our entire community 
mourns the passing of this noble servant of God 
who entered into rest on February 11th in his 
78th year, For many years the beloved pastor 
of Trinity Church, he retired from the active 
ministry in 1919 and since that time he held 
membership in Salem Church in order that his 
successors in Trinity would not suffer any dif- 
ficulties because of his presence in the congre- 
gation, 

During his last years he rendered invaluable 
service to his denomination in ministering as 
interim pastor to various congregations in the 
New York District. He also organized the Grace 
Evangelical Church in Buffalo which is now a 
thriving church in that commuity., His services 
were commented on in the Evangelical Mes- 
senger in the following editorial on “Persons 
Worth Knowing”: “During these years (1920- 
34) he ministered patiently and ably to some 
twenty-four churches—to Some of them twice, 
and among them not a few which were in a 
critical condition when he took up his duties. 
However, when the new pastor came along, 
sometimes after an interim of many months, he 
found as a result of Rey, Baltzer’s labors a con- 
gregation with new courage and a new outlook 
In the true spirit of a shepherd he followed up 
churches that were in danger of being lost, 
nursed them, cared for them, and watched over 
them until the new pastor arrived, His sym- 
pathetic, optimistic manner, and his faithfulness 
in performing his duty, in spite of inclement 
weather, delicate health and other obstacles has 
been of great value to the District and the 
Synod.” 

Pastor Schroeder paid glowing tribute to our 
heloved coworker in the funeral services on 
February 14th using as his text Psalm 18:35, 
“Thy gentleness hath made me great.” Pastor 
Haass also spoke briefly in behalf of the West 
New York Synod.

LENTEN CHURCH ATTENDANCE 


We are again in the season of Lent, Many 
of us are attending church more regularly than 
we usually do, Not only do we attend regularly 
on Sunday mornings or evenings, but we make 
it a point to be at every mid-week service dur- 
ice the Lenten season. 

What is it that draws us to church at this 
season? Various reasons might be given by a 
discerning person: It is “the thing to do" at this 
time. There is a great deal of advertising in 
newspapers and through other channels that 
continually draws our attention to church at- 
tendance. Some people have a superstitious re- 
ligion that makes them attend church and take 
communion during Lent in order to save them- 
selyes from future punishment, whether they 
care about their religious life at any other time 
or not. They feel they have fulfilled their re- 
ligious obligations during Lent, and God will 
forgive them for whatever they do during the 
rest of the year, Some people receive a morbid 
satisfaction out of contemplating the figure ofa 
man dying on a cross. The horror of it satisfies 
a craving for thrills, 


But those people who are sincerely seeking to 
live the Christian way of life attend church for 
far different reasons. To them, it is a period set 
aside for the deepening of their spiritual life. 
So often the every day affairs of our life crowd 
out religious exercises and give us little time for 
contemplation. Lent provides such time. It gives 
us a chance to orient ourselves in relation to 
the eternal scheme of things. It helps us to 
regain the personal touch in religion, [t em- 
phasizes the personal elements in our Chris- 
tianity—the relationship between God and man. 


What are we expecting from our church at- 
tendance during Lent?

UNTO THE LEAST OF THESE 
by Dr. Harold Freund, India 


You have heard and read accounts of the dire 
poverty, the abject misery, the loathesome dis- 
eases, the hopelessness of those who stand on 
the bottom rung of the social ladder of India. 
The misery of the oppressed outcastes has nioved 
men to tears, But even these are not “the 
least” of those in India, The worst bas not yet 
heen told, There exists a class of people whose 
number rises high into the thousands and for 
whom as yet pitifully inadequate provisions have 
been made, There are no reliable government 
figures because no comprehensive census in the 
matter has ever been taken. I refer to the de- 
pressing and increasing number of the feeble- 
minded and insane, It is true that there are a 
few institutions where the most violent and dan- 
gerous are locked up, but this is only a fraction 
of the many who wander about receiving chance 
alms, living under conditions more depraved 
than those of the poorest quality of domestic 
animals, and shunned by most of the supersti- 
tious people because these people fear the evil 
eye. Here and there upon the complaint and 
earnest representation of reliable people indi- 


viduals are picked up by a reluctant govern- 
ment and placed in an institution. This reluc- 
tance is due, not to a disregard for the condition 
of these poor victims, but to the fact that the 
institutions are over-crowded already. 

There are many reasons for the decay of the 
mind in India, The continued reproducing of 
family strains which are poor, the opium-eating- 
and-smoking habit, syphilis, the very poor eco- 
nomic level of the lower classes involying mal- 
nutrition and diseased bodies—all these are rea- 
sous, Dead and yet living, driven to distraction 
by tortured mental processes, the wretched vic- 
tims haunt the earth, knowing no longer why. 
They are the descendants of the man whom 
Jesus saw haunting the tombs and of whom 
people said, “He is possessed of a legion of 
devils,” 

The condition of this class of people was 
forcibly brought home to me a few nights ago. 
A greatly excited Christian appeared breath- 
lessly on the bungalow veranda with the story 
of an attempted kidnapping at the home of one 
of our Christian families on the edge of the 
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compound, They were just preparing for bed, 
haying taken the beds outside—a usual custom 
in the hot season—and the baby of about two 
years was already sleeping in its bed. Suddenly 
a woman darted in out of the darkness, snatched 
up the baby, and began to run toward the rail- 
road station. The mother screamed, the father 
rushed out, caught the woman, rescued his baby, 
and at the moment was holding the woman in 
custody awaiting my arrival, . 
Needless to say, the whole Christian com- 
munity was in an uproar, Long before I arrived, 
dancing lights like fireflies and the sullen mur- 
murings of many excited voices almost con- 
vinced me that a lynching was about to take 
place. The object of this general condemnation 
was woman, But—was it a woman [ saw con- 
vulsively twisting about on the ground, moan- 
ing, crying, beaung the ground with hands and 
feet? One Christian was kept busy preventing 
her from tearing off the one strip of filthy cloth 
which constituted her clothing. Her hair was a 
tangled mass of filth and the quality of her body 
odors was enough to convince anyone that she 
had not bathed for many weeks. Her body sug- 
gested the last stages of starvation. Her mind 
was a complete blank. We could not even learn 
her name or the name of her village. Her one 
concern—like that of a wild animal—was to 
escape. The local constable, whose headquarters 
are near the station, was called. He admitted 
that he been informed about the woman. For 
some days she had been prowling around in the 
neighborhood. She had no home, no friends, no 
relatives, no name. She was one of India’s out- 
cast insane, I asked the constable what he pro- 
posed to do, He said he would take her away, 
but since the nearest jail was nine miles from 
Tilda, he would have to release her with an 
admonition to leave the neighborhood. On hear- 
ing this the assembled people clutched their 
children in fear and declared they would not 
sleep all night. [ offered to take the woman, the 
constable, and the aggrieved father to the jail 
and to prefer charges against the woman, So the 
poor struggling creature was bundled into the 
car and away we went, The odors were so yile 
that we had to keep the windows open, Having 
arrived at the police station and jail, the sub- 
inspector of police took down a brief of the 
case. He said he would feed and keep her for 
the night, sending her the next day to the Raipur 
Jail where she would be under observation for

_ This is reason for rejoicing in any church where 
it happens—if it means that they will be used— 
especially in family worship, 

Lenten devotional booklets form a splendid 
basis for beginning the practice of family wor- 
ship in the home. Prayer in the home knits the 
family together and provides resources for living, 
You can have it in your home. Here are a few 
suggestions, 

“Make it short enough that the smallest child 
does not grow tired and long enough that the 
oldest is helped. It may consist of the Lenten 
devotion for the day, or a few Bible verses— 
not necessarily a whole chapter; a few short 
sentences in prayer—not an cloquent address to 
the Lord; a few words suited to the day and 
need—not a long exhortation, Try it and watch 
the interest, 

Let it be a family affair, If there is a verse of 
song all can join in, If there are Bible verses or 
Bible readings, all can share. One need not do 
all the reading. One need not do all the pray- 
ing. All can offer a sentence or two. And it 
will do them good. 

Variety and Unity. Sometimes family prayers 
grow tiresome because they run only one course, 
The children know the route and lose interest. 
A single, simple thought around which the read- 
ing, the song, the verse, the story, the prayer 
center makes the occasion more worth while. A 
family worship service that is different is awaited 
with pleasure and participated in with joy. 

“Oh, come let us worship and bow down; 

Let us kneel before Jehoyah our Maker.”

fifteen days. If at that time it was determined 
that she was a definite menace to the com- 
munity, she would be transferred to the institu- 
tion for the insane at Nagpur. And so she 
passed out of our experience, 

“Unto the least of these” we have a Christian 
duty. I am not aware of a single mission oper- 
ating and maintaining a hospital for mental dis- 
cases or an institution for the feeble-minded. 
The salvaging or, at least, the kindly treatment 
of such human wreckage is not our duty—or is 
it? Certainly the expense of maintaining such 
an institution by any one mission would be pro- 
hibitive, but a co-operative venture is not out- 
side the realm of possibility, As it is, most of 
these people, if touched at all by the community, 
experience the restraint of government “lock 
and chain,” when a menace to the community. 
Should we as Christians consider extending the 
arm of mercy “unto the least of these”?

THE URGE OF CHRISTIAN COMPASSION 
Dr. Harold Freund, Khariar, India 


It is not definitely known when men first be- 
came acquainted with bodily ills. In this day 
and age of vaccination, vaccines, “shots,"’ tonics, 
spinal adjustments, heat therapy, operations and 
what not to which we are introduced while still 
in the cradle and which haunt us to the grave, 
we wonder that ANYBODY lived to a ripe old 
age in the early dawn of history when the earth 
was not visited by the doubtful blessings of the 
professional medical men, Yet, certain it is that, 
when man began to sin and get out of harmony 
with God's natural laws, he began to be in want 
and to suffer the ravages of disease which he 
interpreted to mean that the “wrath of God” 
was being visited upon his head. Actually this 
was just what was happening, Not all people 
died. Some were cured spontaneously. Others 
by chance, partook of certain herbs which 
seemed to have a beneficial result, Gradually, 
certain families began to collect and to guard 
jealously certain medical lore and thus we have 
the evolution of the ancient physician. This 
individual certainly practiced more “black magic” 
than he did sound medicine, Yet it was a start 
and some of the most notable discoveries in 
medicine we owe to the ancient quack. 

The profession began to have some measure 
of honor among the ancient Egyptians and 
Greeks, The Greeks even set up a God of heal- 
ing. It is doubtful, however, if Moses was much 
impressed by the skill of the profession for we 
do not read that he took a single physician along 
for the Jong march to the land of promise. Yet 


we are astonished at the sound laws of sanita- 
tion which Moses enforced in the camp of the 
Israelites. He gave remarkable orders for the 
isolation of the sick. The priesthood became 
saddled with the unwelcome job of being the 
health officers and consequently the health ideals 
of Moses were carried out very indifferently, 
Unfortunately, Moses was centuries ahead of his 
time and his laws became mere ceremonial 
ritual after his death. 

Throughout the ancient world there is no evi- 
dence that anyone inaugurated any kind of a 
definite health program after Moses. The neg- 
lected sick continued to suffer, There were no 
hospitals, no houses of mercy, Some of the 
ancient temples had a gate to which the poor 
and sick could drag themselves to for the sake 
of alms but that was all, Then came CHRIST, 

Christ came, saw the people and “had com- 
passion on them,” This phrase occurs again and 
again in the gospel records. Springing from 
compassion for suffering humanity, there came 
the will to help and soa there began early in 
Jesus’ public life a definite “ministry of Heal- 
ing” which formed so great a part of Jesus’ life 
on earth. He might have used his powers for 
other things besides healing. There was prob- 
ably almost as much distress caused by hunger 
and poverty as by disease. Yet his remarkable 
powers were used very sporadically against 
these evils. He fed the hungry—yes but poverty 
generally . . “The poor ye have with you always 
and when ye will.” ...To the question of 
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political and economic oppression, Jesus turned 
the answer, “Giye unto Caesar the things which 
are Caesar’s” ... Jesus’ work was to “show 
men the Father" but when He saw those sut- 
ferers in acute pain and mental anguish, He 
knew it was very dificult for them to appreciate 
divine things and to see the Father. So He had 
compassion on them and healed them, “Com- 
passion” was the compelling force which caused 
Jesus to make the ministry of healing an integral 
part of His program as He went about preach- 
ing the “Kingdom of God.” 

“The compassion of the heart of Jesus” is the 
only legitimate excuse for medical missions. 
Not everybody who comes to the mission hos- 
pital becomes a Christian but our work is largely 
a work of compassion ...A vital product of 
preaching the Gospel of Jesus. 

Yesterday, a Sutnami Indian came to the hos- 
pital for help. He was absolutely destitute, I 
asked him why he did not go to his own re- 
ligious leader—the guru—for help, He simply 
replied that the guru would not help but he 
came to us because in his illness we would have 
mercy, Instinetively the man knew that “com- 
passion” was not part of the program of his 
Guru but it was part of the Christian program. 

That Christian medical missions is a ministry 
and not merely professional service, 1s shown 
by the fact that this work was started by non- 
medical missionaries, whose hearts were touched 
by the sight of so much suffering about them. 
All honor to our early missionaries who, with- 
out special training, have done so much for the 
sick of India. By so doing, they have stirred 
the compassion of our brethren in the homeland 
aud the consequences have been that doctors 
have felt the call to this special work and many 
people are now giving that the medical might 
continue,

IS GROWING 

In ten years acute illnesses hospitalized in 
Rochester have increased 25% but mental ill- 
nesses 60%. Acute cases stay in a hospital an 
average of about 10 days, mental cases 5 years. 
There are twice as many hospital beds in Roch- 
ester for mental cases as for acute cases—3,387 
as against 1,617—From Dr, Wilson G. Smillie’s 
report, January, 1941.

RELIGION IN MENTAL HEALTH 

At a recent meeting of the Inter-Faith Com- 
mittee on Delinquency, Doctor Jaenike, of the 
University of Rochester, speaking on the value 
of religion in mental health, emphasized three 
important points : 

1, “The nature of the world in which we live 
and in which our children will live is such as to 
create great fears. There is no antidote to such 
fears comparable with religious faith.’ (This 
furnishes an added incentive for the task of 
giving our people an adequate religious faith.) 

2. “There are presumably enough social agen- 
cies to minister to the needs of the individuals 
who are below the normal level, There are not 
and could not be enough clinics to serve the so- 
called people of normal level in their minor 
mental and domestic, and personality needs. 
This great service can best be rendered by alert 
and sympathetic ministers. Eyery minister should 
let his people know that he is concerned not 
only with the major problems of his people but 
also with what even they may think are minor 
problems.” 

3. “Every individual who lacks a sense of 
guilt for unsocial behavior, lacks the one thing 
without which an improvement is impossible.” 
(The inference is that a sense of guilt more 
readily is developed from a consciousness of God 
and one's duty toward God, and this furnishes 
an added incentive for developing socially de- 
sirable citizens through making them aware 
from earliest infancy of the old-fashioned ideas 
of their duty to God and to their neighbors, and 
to their neighbors because of their duty to God.) 

These three emphases open large vistas of 
service and need in the work of the churches.

ORPAH 


“As Latin - American villages usually are, 
so is Chamelecon. White - washed houses, 
all built even with what should be the sidewalk, 
house against house with only now and then an 
open space, Some houses are of wood, some of 
mud, we would call them mud stucco, But there 
is something different about these coastal vil- 
lages. There is no interior patio and the roof is 
usually of galvanized iron. Why add such a 
thing to an already unsightly house and why 
make the already hot interior worse with sheet 
iron? And remember, most of these houses do 
not have ceilings,” writes Rev, Harold N. Auler. 


“Occasionally in back of the houses one sees 
flowers and fruit trees. The common thing 
though is to find a narrow passageway between 
the houses of two or three rooms and the little

kitchen which is a separate building. That pas- 
sageway in the rainy season is quite muddy. 
And beyond the kitchen, the barbed wire fence 
and weeds—or the neighbor's outhouse, Screens 
there are none. The kitchen thus becomes a fine 
source of infection due to flies and other insects. 


“Into such a condition came Orpah, a girl of 
eight with a bright future, She had lived on a 
farm in the hills where the climate is better, 
food more abundant, and no mosquitoes, 


“Orpah attended the village school for some 
months. Weaker and weaker she grew and her 
color changed from brown to an ugly yellow. 
Finally school was too much of an effort. List- 
less and without appetite Orpah spent her days. 
Often the mother noticed that she took small 
portions of dirt from the earthen floor. ‘Why, 
she is a dirt eater’ thought the mother. Home 
remedies were giyen but Orpah continued to eat 
dirt, to grow thinner and weaker. 


“The missionary visited the home and found 
Orpah sitting on her crude bed. She was too 
weak to answer his questions but mother did 
that for her. Why had they not visited a doc- 
tor? Funds were not available for both the 
trip to San Pedro Sula and medicines. Then, too, 
the doctor would charge for his examination, 
The father works in a banana plantation some 
miles away but the work is not steady and the 
income is small. The mother washes for others 
to help support the little family, 


“Two and one-half dollars for medicine, fifty 
cents for the auto’s round trip, and the doctor a 
liearty ‘thank you’ was all that it cost for some- 
thing to change Orpah’s condition. More will be 
needed it is true, but the source of her trouble, 
intestinal parasites, will be eliminated with that 
amount. Do you think it is worth while?”

STEWARDSHIP 
Paul Faulhauber 


(The following essay won third place in the 
recent Stewardship Essay and Poster Contest.) 


A steward is a servant or a follower. There 
are many different kinds of stewards. For in- 
stance there are stewards of a boat, club stew- 
ards, dining room stewards, cabin stewards, and 
stewardess of a plane. The disciples were stew- 
ards of God and Christ. Everyone who believes 
in God is a steward. You do not have to be a 
priest or minister to be a steward of God. Just 
as long as you have faith in him and follow His 
commandments and respect him. To be a good 
steward of God and Christ you must keep all his 
commandments and know them well and help 
others to know them well. The world would be 
a better place to live in if we all had faith in 
God, and if we all would try to be a good stew- 
ard to him. Many people are stewards of God, 
but are not good ones because they do not keep 
all the commandments as well as others. And 
then there are others that don’t even try to 
keep any of the laws of God at all. They should 
not be called stewards of God, and yet we call 
them stewards of God. Why? That is what I 
am trying to find out. But we are not to judge 
them because we are all children of God, and 
he is to decide, because he is ruler over all, The 
sixth commandment is, Thou shalt not kill, Yet 
many thousand of people forget it. Millions are 
killed in wars, for money and for other reasons. 
People have different opinions and think that is 
all right. But I don’t think that they are very 
good stewards or should they be called stew- 
ards, because nobody has ever been given the 
right to take anyone"s life from God. We were 
all given the right to live through God. The 
seventh commandment is, Thou shalt not steal. 
But in the paper every day we read of stolen 
land, money or other merchandise. Hitler took 
Holland, Roumania, Belgium, France — that’s 
stealing land, Hundreds of thousands are stolen 
from banks. And thousands are stolen in mer- 
chandise. Many people think that is bad but 
the worst part of it they have broken the law 
of God. For centuries people have been trying 
to keep the law of God. The third command- 
ment is, Thou shalt not take the name of thy 
God in vain. But some people break this law 
and they should not be considered as a good 
steward. Right now there are stewards working 
in China, South America, Africa, Japan, Ha- 
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waiian Islands and Philippine Islands as mis- 
sionaries who are helping to spread the word 
and laws of God and who are trying to civilize 
the natives who have been worshipping idols 
for centuries. 


David Livingstone was a great steward and 
missionary. His first station was in northern 
part of Africa. His region was more dangerous 
than his leader, Doctor Moffat’s region because 
of the savages, wild beasts and disease. While 
going on a mission he encountered a lion, which 
broke many of Dr, Livingstone’s bones and had 
seriously mangled his arm, but his faith in God 
helped his recovery greatly. Many times he 
was stricken with disease and recovered, Two 
years after he had met Mr. Stanley he was 
stricken with a disease and died while praying. 
Nobody can say that he was not a good steward. 
I will always try to be a good steward and keep 
the laws of God. And I think so do many 
others that if you really try hard enough you 
too can be a good steward. 


There is just as much need for stewards as 
ambassadors of this day as in the days of old, 
The disciple Paul was a great man because he 
was a good thinker and a follower of God. 


And children of this day should get as much 
out of the church and school and try to follow 
Gol through the best of our ability,

BEING LOYAL TO CHRIST, MY LEADER, 
TODAY 


(The tollowing essay received honorable men- 
tion in the recent Stewardship Essay and Poster 
Contest.) 

Can people be loyal to God directly? Or must 
we be loyal to Him by helping His people? 
Jesus has come the closest of anyone to serving 
God directly for He was our Leader's Son. Yet, 
he was serving God by helping His people. 

Consider all the people that are of different 
races, creeds, and colors, who are being cared 
for by missionaries of our Christian churches. 
People in far away countries, who perhaps never 
would have heard of God and His only begotten 
Son, are now learning of Him and His miracu- 
lous deeds of healing. Are not the mission- 
aries helping Christ by preaching His word to 
these people? They certainly are. 

It would be impossible for the servants of our 


God to work without the money that is donated 
by members of our churches. So indirectly every 
cent that is dropped into our offering baskets 
is helping the people who are sent to propagate 
religion in foreign parts. 

The money which does not support this cause 
is used to keep the churches in good condition 
or to build new places in which to worship. 
Christian camps are also supported with a por- 
tion of this money. Could any of this work be 
carried on without our contributions? Not 
cnough to account for. We too are loyal to our 
Leader. 

Although carrying on wars is un-Christianlike, 
it is done. Men and more men are killed daily 
through air raids ete. Who cares for the 
wounded and dying? Nurses and doctors! With- 
out them men would be left to die on the battle- 
fields which are already dripping with blood. 


What of their families? Are they to starve 
when the food supply runs low? The Red 
Cross, one of the most wonderful organizations 
in the world, is doing its utmost to care for 
these heart-broken people, Keeping God's peo- 
ple alive and healthy is helping Him, 

During a crisis, as the world is in today, it is 
necessary for people to stick to their religion, 
to believe that “Christ in due time will solye the 
problems of this world. It is absolutely neces- 
sary for us to have faith, instead of fears. 

What about the ministers, who devote their 
lives to the preaching of His sacred word?

HIGH SCHOOL SCHOLARS TO HAVE 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


One of the most far-reaching projects for 
Rochester Youth is being launched—Week Day 
Religious Education for High School Scholars. 

On written request of parents, scholars will be 
excused one period a week for the purpose of 
receiving religious instruction. 

The courses will be set up for their own groups 
by the three faiths, Jewish, Catholic and Protes- 
tant, and each year-will produce one-quarter 
unit of credit toward graduation.

SELF-DENIAL 


Douglas Southall Freeman has written a splen- 
did biography of Robert E, Lee. He closes his 
narrative of the career of the Confederacy’ s be- 
loved champion with this incident: 


“It occurred in northern Virginia, probably on 
his last visit there. A young mother brought her 
baby to him to be blessed. He took the infant in 
his arms and looked at it and then said, ‘Teach 
him he must deny himself.’” 


It is one of the oldest and yet hardest lessons 
that self-denial is the way to many of life's 
highest prizes. From the signs of the” times it is 
a lesson that we shall have to learn again as 
individuals and as a nation, Yet it is not one 
to shrink from, Close to two thousand years 
ago the wise Roman poet, Horace, observed that 
“the more a man denies himself, the more he 
will obtain.” 


This is not as paradoxical as it sounds. The 
stamina of the athlete is acquired by the self- 
denial imposed by training, The security of most 
families is won by the denial of tempting ex- 
travagances, Character is the product of many 
self-denials. A famous American once remarked 
that 9 o'clock at night is the zero hour for youth. 
At that time those with a future would be deny- 
ing themselves temporary pleasures and dis- 
tractions to prepare for the responsibilities they 
alone would be capable of meeting, Those who 
carry on the great causes—must taste self-denial 
to its utmost.—The Kalends.

Since the fecling 
was that this number was too small, it was moved 
by Mr. Zimmer, seconded by Mr. Vogel, that 
1,300 of these special folders be purchased, Car- 
ried, 

Report of Trustees—Mr. Herbst, Secretary. 

The Trustees recommend the purchase of a 
Steinway concert grand piano now in storage 
at the Rochester Carting Company. It was 
moved by Mr. Lattinville, seconded by Mr. Cox, 
that the matter be referred to the Music Com- 
mittee with the power to act in the purchase, 
reconditioning and carting of the piano up to 
$125.00 and also with power to act in regard to 
the placement of the piano in the church, Car- 
ried, 

Mr. Baetzel announced that he has arranged 
for the addition of the names of Valentine and 
Maria Fuchs ta the placque in the hall at the 
rear of the church containing the names of those 
who have contributed to the Endowment Fund. 
Special recognition of this fact will be made at 
the regular worship next Sunday, according to 
Pastor Schroeder.

ANNUAL REPORT OF EVANGELICAL 
AND REFORMED PARISH DEACONESS 
SERVICE 


Beginning with April 8th, 1940 your parish 
deaconess gave one hour's daily nursing care to 
a patient whose family are members of Salem 
Church. This service was continued until June 
9th when the care of a second patient was taken 
over in the same family, giving 3 days weekly, 
24 hour duty until September 25th, Both patients 
have now entered into rest, 

On September 30th the care of 2 patients in 
another family was taken over until ‘October 21st 
when the one patient entered into rest. Since 
then the nursing care has continued for the 
remaining patient until the present date, being 
on 24 hour duty with the exception of Sunday 
when the family takes over the care. 

Together with these patients we had our daily 
Bible reading and meditation, the asking of 


blessing at meals, the listening to “kindly 
thoughts” all of which has been helpful in bear- 
ing our burdens of suffering and infirm health 
and also in the strengthening of our Christian 
hope and faith in our loving heavenly Father. 
During May, 1940 four nights were devoted to 
the care of 3 patients, 2 days relieving a daugh- 
ter of the care of her feeble mother, 20 calls 
were made on patients in homes and institutions, 
I trust God has hlessed the humble service.

THE MOVIES

3. Still another parent hunted out the best 
children’s play and movies available in the vic- 
inity, discussed the stories with the children, 
attended with them and their friends, encouraged 
other wholesome and happy hobbies. Result: 
The children cared only for the best and at- 
tended infrequently, 


What do you do?—Which of the parents 
described above most resemble you and your 
practice?

How 
would you classify your neighbors in these three 
groups? What are you doing to cultivate your 
children’s taste for the best in literature and 
art? What do you think of the statement: "The

A NATIONAL DISGRACE 
(And a challenge to American Parents) 


Virtually every child in America is reading 
color “comic” magazines—a poisonous mushroom 
growth of the last two years, 


Ten million copies of these sex-horror serials 
are sold every tnonth, One million dollars are 
taken from the pockets of America’s children in 
exchange for graphic insanity, 


Frankly we were not perturbed when we first 
heard about the rise of the action “comics.” We 
imagined (as do most parents) that they were 
no worse than the “funnies” in the newspapers. 
But a careful examination of the 108 periodicals 
now on the stands shocked us into activity, At 
least 70 per cent of the total were of a nature 
no respectable newspaper would think of ac- 
cepting, 


Saye for a scattering of less innocuous “gag” 
comics and some reprints of newspaper strips, 
we found that the bulk of these lurid publications 
depend for their appeal upon mayhem, murder, 
torture and abduction—often with a child as the 
victim, Superman heroics, voluptuous females 
in scanty attire, blazing machine guns, hooded 
“Justice” and cheap political propaganda were 
to be found on almost every page. 


The old dime novels in which an occasional 
redskin bit the dust were classic literature com- 
pared to the sadistic drivel pouring from the 
presses today. 


Badly drawn, badly written and badly printed 

—a strain on young eyes and young nervous 
systems—the effect of these pulp-paper night- 
mares is that of a violent stimulant. Their crude 
blacks and reds spoil the child’s natural sense 
of color; their hypodermic injection of sex and 
murdér make the child impatient with better, 
though quieter, stories. Unless we want a com- 
ing generation even more ferocious than the 
present one, parents and teachers throughout 
America must band together to break the “comic” 
magazine. 


But ,of course, the children must be furnished 
a good substitute. There is nothing dull about 
“Westward Ho” or “Treasure Island.’ * Sinbad 
the Sailor didn't need spinach to effect his feats 
of strength, The classics are full of humor and 
adventure—plus good w riting. And never before 
in the history of book publishing have there been 
so many fine new books for children, or better 
edited children's magazines, 


The shame lies largely with the parents who 
don't know and don’t care what their children 
are reading. It lies with unimaginative teachers 
who force stupid, dull twaddle down cager young 
throats, and, of course, it lies with the com- 
pletely immoral publishers of the “comics"— 
guilty of a cultural slaughter of the innocents, 


But the antidote to the “comic” magazine 
poison can be found in any library or good book- 
store, The parent who does not acquire that 
antidote for his child is guilty of criminal negli- 
gence.—Sterling North,

A CHILD'S GIVING 


What happened.—It ts reported that when 
Johnnie was on his way to church school with 
two nickels—one for candy and the other for 
the collection—one sliped out of his hand and 
rolled down a crack in the board sidewalk, “Oh, 
dear!" said the youngster. “There goes the 
Lord’s nickel.” This story is true to the experi- 
ence of many parents, who find it difficult to 
develop generosity in their children. What can 
they do? 


\Vhat other parents did— 


l. Mr. and Mrs, A, never gave money to any- 
one or anything. Appeals of the church, charity, 
the Red Cross, and so on left them cold, since 
“if you don't look out for yourself in this. world, 
no one else-will.” The children followed suit. 


2. Mr. and Mrs. B. gave and taught their chil- 
dren to give because it was the thing to do, anid 
others did it. This applied to what they gave to 
the church and the needy, They asked the ques- 
tion “What are others giving?”

3. Mr. and Mrs. C. started early to co-operate 
with the church school where small children 
brought pennies for a milk bottle to buy milk 
for poor children, kept the needs of others in the 
family conversation and plans, and gave their 
children opportunities to share’ happily in help- 
ing others. Thus generous impulses developed,

Following are a few of the resolu- 
tions passed from among those submitted by 
twenty committees reporting on the various 
phases of the work of our church. 

Nominations: In view of the fact that this 
constitutes the first Official Election under the 
new Constitution, the Nominating Committee 
submits as Nominees the complete set of Officers 
who have been serving so efficiently during the 
difficult interim period. 

And that therefore the Secretary be instructed 
to cast one ballot for each and all of said Nomi- 
nees to constitute their official election. 

President, Rey, Carl G., Haass; Vice-President, 
Rey. John M. Peck; Secretary, Rey, Albert A, 
Meussling; Treasurer, Mr. Leo W. Blaufuss; 
Lay Delegate, Mr, Fred Baetzel, 

In the matter of Theological Studetit Aid, the 
West New Synod Board of Examiners upon 
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examination of the requests for aid received 
thus far, finds that a sum of $775.00 will be 
needed for the year 1941-1942, Of this amount 
$200.00 will be provided by Salem Church, Roch- 
ester, in direct aid to a student of said church.

We urge every pastor and church to keep in 
close touch with the men of their congregations 
who are called into miltary service, and to send 
the name and address of such men to the Com- 
mittee of General Synod, Rev. Charles Enders, 
Chairman, Washington, D.C. 


Christian Social Action: “Whereas, the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church holds war to be 
deplorable, sinful and contrary to the spirit of 
Christ; and 


Whereas, the church, if she is to be judged 
sincere and consistent in her pronouncements, 
must seek to implement her convictions, and 


Whereas, a tremendous barrage of interven- 
tionist propaganda has been loosed on our coun- 
try resulting in an acticulate minority pushing 
this country step by step toward involvement in 
a European war, contrary to the wishes and de~- 
sires of the majority of the nation.” 


Be It Therefore Resolved: that the West New 
York Synod in-conference this 20th day of May 
in Buffalo, New York representing more than 
25,000 Christian citizens, make known their reso- 
lution by immediate communication to our con- 
gressmen and assure others known as non-in- 
terventionists of our moral and prayerful sup- 
port in their fight against intervention in another 
European war and urge them valiantly to resist 
further steps which inevitably lead to interven- 
tion and involvement. 


Be It Further Resolved, that a copy of these 
resolutions be sent by the Publicity Chairman of 
this Conference to all daily papers in our Synod.

We heartily commend the several churches of 
our Synod for making special contributions to- 
ward the salary and equipment of Rev, Rufus 
LeFevre, that we thank God for enabling Mr. 
LeFevre to reach his destination in China in the 
face of great obstacles, and that this session of 
our Synod send Mr, LeFevre the following radio- 
gram: “Philippians one three to six.” 


We note with gratitude that the amount raised 
in the denomination for War Emergency Relief 
is now over $70,000.00; nevertheless “it is stil 
all too small.” We would urge the churches of 
West New York Synod who have not yet con- 
tributed to give soon and generously, In fact we 
all shall have to keep on giving over and over 
again for the duration of the emergency.
